TT having been thought proper to make a Parlia- 
^ mentary enquiry into the Nature and Eftablifliment 
of the feveral pubUc offices, a committee of gentlemen 
(Members of the Houfe of Commons) was appointed 
for that purpofe on the 13th of Ma^rhy 1797. 

The objed to which their enquiries were direded, 
was, an examination of what regulations and checks 
have been applied to controul ALL the branches of 
Public Expenditure fince 1782; "and what further 
** meafures can be adopted, either for reducing the public 
" expenditure, or for diminifliing the total amount 6f 
** ofBcial (alaries and emoluments, without detriment to 
" the public fervices." 

The Committee, in the profecution of their enquiries, 
proceeded to the feveral Courts of Justice in Welt- 
minder Hall -, the Courts of Affize, and of Great Sef- 
fions ; and alfo of the Civil Law Courts j according to 
the furveys made under the royal commiffion in the 
year 1732 : with an enumeration of all the different 
offices attached to each court, and the returns made to 
the orders of the Committee by the proper officers be- 
longing to each office. 

Tt appears by the Committee, that the highcfl: judicial 
offices are fupported principally by falaries either payable 
out of the civil lift, or charged upon the confolidated 
fund, although they derive confiderable emoluments 
from official fees, and that in the year 1779, the Houfe 
called for accounts of the Grofs and Net Produce of 
the falaries of all the Judges in England, Wales, and 
3cotland. 

The Committee obferving that all the fubordinate 
pffices in all the Courts are maintained principaUy by 
" : ' ■ . fees 
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ftes alone, " which are to be confidered as Co many 
" dired taxes levied upon the king's fubjeds," called 
for a like account of falaries and emoluments of thefe 
offices, which met with fome oppofition ; but it ap- 
pearing that the Crown and Parliament have continually 
-interpofed their controul to prevent the encroachment 
of abufe in thofe fees — it was given up. 

Although the importance of the following Report 
may juftly recommend it to the attention of the public^ 
and perhaps particularly to thofe gentlemen in the prac- 
tice (a^ feveral very judicious obfervations have been 
made which if noticed would be very beneficial) it is 
only One of thofe which has been produced by the 
extraordinary abilities and unwearied attention of the 
Committee. The different Reports that have been by 
them prefented to the Houfe (of which this is the 
Twenty Seventh) embrace fuch a multiplicity of 
interefting matter, ufefiil to the^ public and individuals 
in all the public offices, that it has drawn remarks * not 
unfavourable to the publication, of which this is only 
a part. 

That fome idea may be entertained of the nature of 
thefe Reports, a table of the Contents of the Thirdi 
Volume (of which the Twenty Seventh Report makes 
a very confiderable part) is herewith exhibited. 



* The Pjblic will receive from the Work before us, fuch a fund of ufcful 
mformation, that if the evils pointed out in thofe Reports remain uncorrected^ 
the ncgl::6l will h^ folely occalioncd l>y the want of patriotic energy in a future 
Hoalc of Commons.

Amount of the Produce, for each of the 
Four Years preceding the 5th of January 
1797, of the Permanent Taxes which 
exifted previous to the 5th of January 1793; 
and of the Produce of the feveral Taxes 
provided for defraying the increafed Charge 
of the Public Debt within the faid Period : 
Likewife, to examine and ftate the Amount

And alfo inftrudted to ftate an Account of the 
Public Funded Debt, as the fame ftood on 
the 5th Day of April 1798; diftinguifhing 
the different Funds in which it is invefted— 
the Capital Stock of each Fund— the An- 
nual Intereft thereof— the Annual Intereft 
of Annuities for Terms — the Charges of 
Management — the Annual Charge upon the 
Confolidated Fund-— and Annuity of jTi. 
per Centum upon Capitals created fince 
the 5th Day of January 1793 — 

And alfo inftrufted to ftate an Account of the 
feveral Stocks or Annuities redeemed by 
the Commiflioners for the Reduction of 
the National Debt, between the ift Day of 
July 1786 and the ^th Day of April 1798, 
as they ftood on the laft-mentioned Day in 
the Books of the Governor and Company 
of the Bank of England, and of the South

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TN proceeding to refume the Confideration of the 
-^ feveral Matters referred to Your Coinmittee, They 
have thought it moft convenient to enter, firft, upon 
the Inftrudion which requires them to ftate the Amount 
of the Public Revenue for the Year 1797; and in 
the Execution of this Part of their Duty, They have 
alfo ftated fuch further Fafts and Obfervations refpeft- 
ing the CoUeftion of each Branch of the Revenue, as 
appeared to be materially conne&ed with the Statements 
contained in their Reports of laft Seflion upon the fame 
Subjeds. 

They have, in the next Place, proceeded to execute 
thofe Iriflxudlions which require them to ftate an Ac- 
count of the Public Funded Debt, and the Progrefs 
made in its Reduction ; and, with this primary Head 
of Expenditure, They have alfo taken into their Con- 
fideration the other principal Branches of the Public 
Expenditure for the Year 1797, which are charged 
upon the Confolidated Fund, and alfo thofe which are 
ufually clalled under the Heads of Navj% Army, Ord- 
nance, and Mifcellaneous Services ; and They have at 
the fame Time ftated how far the aflual Expcnfe in 
curred upon each has tallied with the previous Eftimate, 
conceiving that fuch a Comparifon might be of material 
yfe in afcertaining how far the Regulations and Checks 
upon the Public Expenditure have been efFedual. 

Several of the Departments conneded with thefe 
Branches of Expenditure, were examined and reported 
upon LAST Year s and Your Committee, in purfuing

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this Part of their Inquiries during the prefent SefSon, 
have endeavoured alfo to lay before the Houfe, a detailed 
Account of fuch other Departments* as appeared 
to them to be the principal Objedts for the Examination 
of which the Houfe thought it Expedient to renew 
their Powers* Of the Crown Lands, Woods, and 
Forests, and their prefent Syftem of Management, 
Your Committee have treated under the Head of Re- 
venue. Of The Mint, They have called for an Ac- 
count of the prefent Eftablifhment, and of its compa- 
rative Increafe or Decreafe, fince the Year 1782 i but 
They have forborne to enter upon the Confideration of 
any future Meafures refpefting this Office, as They 
found at the Time of their Re-appointment, that an 
extenfive Inveftigation into the general State of the 
Coins of this Kingdom, and the prefent Eftablifhment 
and Conftitution of the Mint, had been recently fet on 
Foot, and was then adtuaily depending (as They under- 
ftand it ftill to be) before His Majefty's Privy Council, 
for the very Purpofe of confidering of fuch Alterations 
and Improvements as that Department may require. 
The feveral Matters upon which Your Committee have 
feparately reported, during the prefent Seffion, beiidesthe 
State of the Public Revenue for the Year 1797, and 
the S^te of the Public Funded Debt and its Re- 
duction, together with the Expendituke incurred 
FOR THE Service of the Year 1797, are, — The 
Privy Council Officb ; — The Privy Seal Office ;

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Expenditure ;— and The Offices or Secretary 
AT War, Judge Advocate General, Commissary 
General of Munsters, and the Military Go- 
vernments in Great Britain.— Your Committee 
have alfo reported upon The Civil Government of 
Scotland; — and in the Courfe of their Inquiries into 
the General Expenditure, They have obtained and 
annexed to their Reports an Account of all the Civil 
Etablishments for the British Colonies and 
Planiations in North America, The West In- 
dies^ and New South Wales. 
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COURTS OF JUSTICE. 

"VT'OUR Committee, in proceeding to inquire into 
-*■ the Offices exc-Acifed in the Courts of Juftice, have 
thought it moft expedient to follow the fame Courfe, 
which They find to have been adopted when the laft 
Parliamentary Inquiry took place refpedting thcfe 
Offices. 

In the Year 1732, a Committee was * appointed by 
the Houfe for the Purpofe of examining into the State 
of thefe Offices, and the particular Fees incident to each ; 
and that Committee having afcertained the Exiflence of 
fuch Fafts as in their Judgment were fufficient to lay the 
Foundation for further Inquiry, reported them to the 
Houfe, which confidered them as affording the proper 
Grounds for a further Inveftigation by Commiffion from 
the Crown, and iaddreifed His Majefty to carry it into 
Effeft. 

Upon the prefent Occafion, the Inquiry which Your 
Committee are dire<5led to inftitute is of the fame Ex- 
tent, though for ^ difFereht Purpofe j its Objed being 
to examine into the total Amouht of the Salaries and 
Emoluments of thefe Offices, and to confider of any 
Meafures which it may be fit to adopt for reducing the 
Public Ejcpenditure, and diminilhbg the total Amount 
of thefe Salaries and Emoluments, without Detriment 
to the Public Service. Your Committee have therefore 

called 
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called for a General Account from all the Offices belong- 
ing to the feveral Courts ; and they have felefted fuch 
Materials as appeared to them to be moft applicable to the 
Purpofes of Retrenchment ; fobmittihg to the Houfe, 
whether the Profecution of any further Inquiries, if 
they fliould be thought neeeflary, may hot properly take 
place, as they did in the laft Inftance, under a Commif- 
fion afting by tlie Appointment and Authority of the 
Crown* 

§. I. With this View Your Committee have pro- 
ceeded, in the firft Place, to inquire generally into the 
Scale of the feveral Eftablifhments, and into the Prin- 
ciples by which the Salaries and Emoluments of their re- 
fpe^iive Offices are regulated and controlled. 

An Enumeratbn of all the Offices * belonging to the 
feveral Courts oi Weftminfter Hall, the Courts of 
Affize and of Great Seffions, and alfo of the Civil Law 
Courts, according to the Surveys made under the Royal 
Commiffion of the Year 1732, and the Returns now 
received^ is lubjoined to this Reports 

It appears to Your Committee, that the higheft Ji^ 
dicial Offices in almoft all the Courts are fupported prin- 
cipally by Salaries, either payable out of the Civil Lift, 
or exprefsly charged upon the Confolidated Fund, 
although in feveral Inftances they derive confiderable 
Emoluments from the Official Fees »f . In the Year 
1779, the Houfe called for Accounts of the Grofs and 
Net Produce of the Salaries of the Chief Juftices, 
Chief Baron, and of all the Puifne Judges in England, 
together with thofe of the Judges for Wales, and the 
Judges of the Courts of Seffion and Exchequer in Scot-

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land. Your Committee have upon the prefent Occafidn 
annexed to their Report a Statement of the Grofs and 
Net Average Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments 
belonging to all the great Judicial Offices in England *, 
extrafted from the Returns which have been made to 
their Orders, or from the Information which they have 
received in the Courfe of their Inquiries. 

According to the Average of the Three laft Years, 
the Net Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments of the 
Office of Lord High Chancellor of Great Btitain is 
j^.9,737 : That of the Lord Chief Juftice of England, 
^.4,719 : Of the Mafter of the Rolls, £.3,47$ * Of the 
Lord Chief Juftice of the Court of Common Pleas, 
^.4,272 : And of the Lord Chief Baron, ;^.2,93o. The 
hlgheft Net Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments, 
which has been received by any of the Puifne Judges of 
England, taken upon the fame Average, is ^.2,232; in 
feveral Inftances it has not much exceeded ^.1,800, and 
in one Inftance, for the Year 1797, it was only ;^. 1,755. 

The Chief Juftice of C heft er appears to have received

has received, in Salaries and Emoluments to the Net 
Amount of ;f. 4,2 50; the Judge of the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury, who is ftiled, The Mafter Keeper 
or Commiflary of the Court, /■. 1,791, and the Judge 
of the Confiftory Court of London, £.251 J. 

• Siqj^mcnt (BO tSttppIcment(CD.E.F.) J Supplement (G.H.I.) 
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^ Tlie Subordinate Offices in all the Courts are madn- 
tained principally by Fees alone ; which are to be con- 
fidered as fo many direft Taxes levied upon the King's 
Subjefts, for the fpecific Purpofe of defraying the Charge 
of thofe Offices to which they are incident, and levied 
generally upon thofe Perfons to whom the particular 
Eftabliftiment renders the moft diredl Service ; affording 
a Mode of fupporting it which may be oeconomical 
to the Public and not prejudicial to the Suitors, in 
every Cafe where a precife Rate is fixed, moderate in its 
Amount, duly proportioned to the particular Ser\nce, 
and more efpecially wherever Circumftances will allow 
of the aggregate Amount being carried over to a com- 
mon Fund for the general Support of the whole Efta^ 
blifhment. 

To check and regulate thefe Charges, and prevent the 
Encroachment of Abufe in thefe Fees, the Crown and

' mons in the Year 1730, followed by the Report of a 
Committee in 1732, and a general Survey by Royal 
CommiiEon^ in the Courfe of which many particular 
Checks and Regulations were recommended, and after- 
ward fubftantially carried into elFeft fo far as regarded 
the Court of Chancery ; the reft never received' the final 
Determination of the principal Commissioners. 

The Nurirf>er of Officers belonging to the Eftablifti- 
m^ent of the Court of Chancery, befides the Sworn 
Clerks, wlio aft as Solicitors, is about One Hundred *. 
Of this Number there are Eighteen, whofe Emduments 
upon ^ Average of thelaft Three Years, exceed £. j,ooa

The Number of the Officers belonging to the Court 
OF King's Ben^h is about Forty*. Of thefe, there 
are Seven whofe Net Annual Receipt exceeds ;^. i ,000 ; 
viz. The Chief Clerk ^^.5,136^ the Cuftos Brevium, 
^.1,166; the Secondary, ^C- 1,100; the Clerk of the 
Rules, ^'.2,767; the Clerk of the Papers, /'.i,i6o;

The Court of Exchequ r comprizes about Sixty 
Officers -f , of which there are only Two, whofe Salaries 
and Emoluments amount to ;^.i,oco and upwards; 
r.amely : The Firft Secondary in the Pipe Office, whofe 
!Net Receipt is ^.1,050; and the Clerk of the Errors 
in the Exchequer Chamber, whofe Net Profits maybe 
ftated to be about jf. 1,000 ; the King*s Remembrancer 
receives j{[. 870 per Annum, and the Deputy Remembran- 
cer from Fees ^.840, and the Sworn Clerks in that Office 
from £y(>8 to £^ji9 befides the Produce of Bufinefs 
tranfackd there by fuch of thefe and other Clerks as aft 
in the Capacity of Solicitors. The Clerk of the Pipe's 
Ket Average Receipt is £.

1 he total Net Receipt of all the 
Officers of this Court appears to be about ^f. 15,000. 

In the Court of Great Sessions of Wales*, One 
of the fubordinate Officers appears to receive jC.'JOo ; 
there are Three others exceeding ^^.200 per Annum, 
and only Three more which exceed /. 1 00 per Annum. 

In the High Court of Admiralty the Offices of 
the Regiftrar and Marfhal have rifen during the prefent 
War to a very lai^e Amount beyond their ordinary Re- 
ceipt in Time of Peace -f . In the Year 1792, the Re- 
giftrar of the Courts of Admiralty, Prizes, and Dele- 
gates, received only jf.iii as the total Net Profits of 
thefe Three Offices ; and in the Year 1797, for the Firft 
Office he received Z'. 10,340, for the Second ^.1,024, 
but the Third did not produce ;{^.2o. 

In.the Year 1792, the Marflial of the High Court of 
Admiralty received only /^.22i. lis.

§• 2- It is the Duty of Your Committee to ftate, 
in the next Place, what aftual Increafe or Diminution 
of Salaries and Emoluments has taken Place fince the 
Year 1782; and upon this Head it does not appear, that 
tliere has been any Increafe whatever in the Salaries of 
any of the Judges of the Courts of Weftminfter Hall, 
or of Great Seffions, fince the Year 1782; but fome 
Augmentation was made in the Year 1779'to thofe of 
the Chief Baron of the Exchequer and tlie Puifne Judges. 
The Judge of the High Court of Admiralty ufed to 
receive a Salary of ^.400 in Peace, and ^^,800 in War ; 
but in December 1783, the Salary was increafed to 
j^. 1,380 in Time of Peace, with an Addition of ^^4^^^ 
in Time of War ; it is paid by the Commiffioners of the 
Navy* 

With regard to Fees, there does not appear to have 
been any Variation, except what may have taken place 
in the total Amount received in right of each Office, 
which muft neceflarily flufluate with the Increafe and 
Decreafe of the Bufinefs to be tranfafted j and fo far as 
the Returns laid before Your Committee furnifli the 
Means of afcertaining the !?ad, the Bufinefe of the 
Common Law Courts, and confequently the Emolu- 
ments of their Judicial and Minifterial Offices, feem to 
have been increafing fince the Year 1782 till of late, 
when they have begun to decreafe. In the Equity 
Courts they are reprefented to have been ftationary. 
Nor does there appear to be any very material Variation 
in the Civil Law Courts within this Period, except in 
the Admiralty, where the Circumftances of the War 

have 
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have produced a very large temporary Increafc. 
Throughout the Courts of Great Seffions in Wales, 
the Decreafe has been confiderable, as might naturaUy 
be expefted, from the greater Felicity of Intercourfe 
which in modern Times has obtained between the prin- 
cipal Courts of Juftice in the Metropolis and the re- 
moter Parts of the Kingdom. 

§•3. In confidering the further Meafurcs which it be- 
comes the Duty of your Committee to fubmit to the 
Wifdom of the Houfe, for the Redudion of the Public 
Expenditure and Diminution of the total Amount of 
the Salaries and Emoluments belonging to the Offices 
in Courts of Juftice, Your Committee have been more 
than commonly anxious to keep in View that important 
Point of their Inftrudtions, which requires that it be 
fuch Reduftion only as it may be without Detriment to 
the Public Service- 

f. At the fame Time, therefore, that in reviewing 
Eftabllftiments of fuch high Antiquity and Dignity, 
they cannot but acknowledge the Truth of the Obfcr- 
vation made by Lord Bacon, that Time is the greateft 
of all Innovators, and muft be counterafted by human 
Counfel : They have alfo thought incumbent upon them 
to govern their own Judgment, by the Maxims delivered 
upon the immediate Subjed: of their prefent Inquiries by 
an Authority moft eminently entitled to their Attention 
and Confidence, that of Lord Hale, who after paffing 
irreproachable through the moft tumultuous Times; of 
which he had witneffed the Caufes and the Contequences, 
was appointed after the Reftoration to fill fucceflively 
the Offices of Chief Baron of the Exchequer and Chief 
Jufkice q£ England^

Your 
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Your Committee, in perfed Coincidence with his Opi ni-' 
on, " that the Amendment of Things amifs timely, may 
do very much good, and prevent very much Evil that 
may otherwife enfue," have alfo endeavoured to keep 
in View thofe Conditions which in his Judgment were 
indifpenfable to the prefent Recommendation of any 
Changes ; namely ; ift, ** That the Change be demon- 
" ftrably f6r the better." 2dly, " That the Change, 
" though moil clearly fo, be not in Foundations or 
** Principles, but in fuch Th'mgs as may confift with the 
** general Frame and Bafis of the Government or Law." 
And jdly, ** That the Chaise be not too much at once, 
" or at leaft not more than the Exigence of the Thing

In Addition to thefe Confideratibns, and to the prac- 
tical Changes which Lord Hale alfo propofed, as 
confident with his own Principles of Amendment, Your 
Committee have looked to the more recent Recommen- 
dations fubmittcd to the principal Commiflioners, who 
fuperintended the Inquiries directed in 1732. 

And beyond this. They have uniformly been of Opinion, 
as.they had Occafion repeatedly to (late in their Reports 
to the Houfe laft Year, that Public Faith and Juftice 
to Individuals require that any Retrenchment or Reduc- 
tion which may be thought expedient for the Public 
Service fhould be carried into Effed with a ftria At- 
tention to all prefent Rights of Office, which can render 
their Poffeffion valuable, operating only upon future 
Vacancies as they (hall gradually occur. 

2. In examining the Eftablifljments of the feveral 
Courts of Juftice by this Standard, Your Committee 
have thought proper to lay down a marked Diftinftion 

between 
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between thofe Offices which are executed in Pcrfen, and 
thofe whereof the Duties have either ceafed, or are exe-^ 
cuted by Deputy. As to this latter Clafs o( Offices, it 
is trae, that the occafional Superintendence of the prin- 
cipal Officer may poffibly in fome Inftances, and in fome 
Degree, be important to the Public ; but your Com- 
mittee, conceiving at the fame Time, that its practical 
Utility is not likely to be very frequent, think they may 
reafonably prefume, that a Reduftion in this Clafs mi^t 
be gradually made, not only without Detriment to the 
Public Service, but with very great and important Ad- 
vantages to the Public in Point oi CEconomy, as well 
as of general Example. 

Thcfe arc the Confiderations which your Committee 
find were chiefly relied upon by Lord Hale, in his own 
Times, with a View to praftical Reduftion in the Offices 
of the Court of Exchequer ; and your Committee think 
the fame Reafonmg applies unanfwerable to other 
Courts^ wherever fimilar Circumftances exift. 

• 

In the Exchequer, Lord Hale recommended the Abo* 
lition of the Offices of Lord Treafurefs Remembrancer, 
Chief Clerk of the Pipe, Comptroller of the Pipe, King's 
Remembrancer, the Receiver and Remembrancer of Firft 
Fruits, Uflier of the Exchequer, Chief Marihal, Cham* 
berlain, and fome of the Auditors ; and his Obfervation 
^ipon them is this : " If thefe Officers are not neceflar/i 
** why are they continued ? If they are, why (hould 
•* they act be executed at the Charge only which accrues 
'^ from the Deputy, and the Benefit of the nominal Of- 
^ fioer, that doth nothing, be retrenched as a needlefi 
^•Chai«er 

D Carrying 
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Carrying forward thefe Principles, Your Committee 
have accordingly applied them to all the Superior Courts 
of Jufticc, and they have annexed a Lift of fuch Offices 
as They conceive to fall within this Defcription in each 
of the Courts, leaving the praftical Duties of thefe Offices 
undifturbed in the Hands of the feveral Deputies, and 
without in any Degree impairing thofe Salaries and Emo- 
luments which are, by Exj)erience, found to be fufficient 
for compenfating the Services aftually performed. The 
Net Annual Receipt, upon an Average of the laft Tliree 
Years, derived from all the Offices which are returned, 
or proved to be executed by Deputy, (not including 
thofe which are hereditary) appears to be

In looking to the Comencement and progreffivc 
Growth of this Fund, it is material to remark, that 
the Number of Offices to fall in is between Sixty and 
Seventy, whereof between Thirty and Forty are not 
liable to be affcfted by the reverfionary Grants, and arc 
under the Patronise of other Offices, whofe Tenure is 
not for Life : And although fome may have been includ- 
ed in the preceding Enumeration, which upon further In- 
veftigation it may bet bought more expedient to prefervc, 
yet there is great Probability that others may have been 
omitted, which are fubftantially within the Defcription 

of 
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of thofe which might be properly luppreffed in part or 
in the whde, and efpeciaUy fuch as are holden by feveral 
Perfons conjointly, whereof one becomes virtually the 
Deputy to the others, who render no Service whatever 
for the Emoluments which they receive, 

Befides thefe, there are fome Offices in the Ecclefi- 
aftical Courts, and in the High Court of Admiralty, of 
the fame Defcription, which Your Committee refervc 
for Notice in another Point of View : But they have 
purpofely forborne to include in the preceding Enumer- 
ation the Two Chief Jufticefhips in Eyre, conceiving, 
that for the .Reafons fimilar to thofe which They have 
affigned upon a former Occafion *, it may, perhaps, be 
wife to preferve Offices of fuch Rank and Dignity in the 
State for the Reward of eminent Services in high Public 
Stations, or as they may afford the honourable Means of 
compenfating the Service of thofe who fiU ufeful or labo- 
rious Offices, from which they derive no Emoluments 
whatever. The fame Confiderations apply {till more 
ftrongly to the Chancellorfliip of the Duchy of Lan- 
cafler, which (befides other Circum.flances peculiar to 
itfelf ) is invefled with feveral important Duties in the 
Adminiftration of the Duchy and its Revenues, 

3. From the Salaries and Emoluments of the feveral 
Offices, as they gradually fall in at the Expiration of 
their refpc^ive Grants, a large Fund might evidently 
be fonned, by requiring the Deputies who now execute 
the Duties, to pay thenceforth into, it the fame Sums 
• which they are now accuftomed to render to their re-

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fpedivb j^rincipals ; and it might be further expedient 
to wjuire an Annual Account of the Fund itfdf to be 
laid before Parliament. 

To what Oh^ed^ fuch a Fund might be juoft pro- 
perly applied may admit of great Deliberation; but 
it will be fufficient for Your Committee to fu^eft 
fome of the moft urgent Claims which prefent them 
felves, 

Flrft, It teduld evidently ptomote the Public Service 
in the Adminiftration of Juftice, and materially contri- 
bute to maint^n its Dignity, if thofe efficient Offices of 
H%h Rank iuid Truft in the Courts of Law or Equity, 
which may now be deemed to have an inadequate Pro- 
viififoh, (hould receive fome Augmentation to their Ap- 
j)ointmerrts ; and this Fund would furnilh the Means of 
accomplilhing it, without any additional Charge upon 
thfe PubHc, thmigh perhaps Icffe fpeedily in its Beginnings 
*han fuch an immediate Claim may be thought to te- 
^qdrb. The Laiiguage of Parliament, in the feveral 
-SfetAitfes for augmenting the Salaries of the Lord Chief 
Sardn of the Exchequer, and the Puifne Judgps of the 
^fever&l Courts of Weftminfter Hall, expreffly dedares 
the Propriety of eftablifliing fome fpecific Fund for this 
Objeft ; although the only particular Fund created for 
it lias been long fince confolidated with the Reft of the 
Public Kevenue. And Your Committee, in Confirma- 
tion of the Propriety of fuch a Meafure, beg leave to 
remark, that about Thirty Years ago an Augmentation 
was made by Parliament to the Salaries df the Matters 
in Chancety out df that Fund, v^^hich is ordinarily termed 
the Dead Calh of the Court ; and from the fame Fund 
it may be ftill proper to fupply any further Augmenta- 
tion which their Salaries irtey be thought to require. 

Another 
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Another Objed of great Importance to the Public 
Interefls has occurred to Your Coaunittec, which might 
alio be provided for out of fuch a Fund as is now pro- 
pofcd ; namely, tlie Supply of a fure, adequate, and 
honourable Provifion for all Perfons whofe Length 
of Service naay entitle them, or whofe Age or 
Infirmities may oblige them, to retire from the 
kborious Duties of Judicial Stations ; and by fuch an 
Arrangement for their Superannuation, all Charges of this 
Natxire would be defrayoJ in Eafe of the Civil Lift and 
EKchequer, A fimilar Proviffion for the Matters in 
Chancery, which, from the Nature of the Duties inci- 
dent to their Offices, is an Objeft of fimilar Importance 
to the Public, might not improperly be drawn out of 
that particular Fund from which their Salaries have been 
augmented. 

Another Objed to which fuch a Fund might and 
ought to be applied, would be the Compenfation due to 
thofe Judicial Offices which at prefent poUefs by Law a 
valuable Patronage in Difpofal of fome of the Minifterial 
Offices in their refpeftive Courts. Your Committee 
have already reprefented the Obligations of Juftice and 
Public Faith towards the prefent Poffeflbrs of fuch 
Rights of Enjoyment or Patronage, and that none fuch 
Ihould be difturbed during their own Tenure ; but if 
liereafter it (hould be thought expedient to fupprefs any 
Part of thofe Offices, and ai>ply the Profits to the ge- 
neral Support of the Judicial Eftablifliments, it might 
neverthelefs be proper, on Public Grounds, to give to 
the Two Chief Jullicefhips a large and certain Increafe 
of Salary out of the Profits of fuch fuppreffed Offices, 
in Iteu of the cafual and precarious Advantage which 
they have hitherto derived from thefe Rights. The 

Judgment 
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Judgment of Parliament on the Property of giving 
fixed Salaries to Judicial Offices, inftcad of any preca- 
rious Emoluments, has been manifefted by a Law of the 
prefent Reign, for regulating the Office of Matter of 
the Rolls ; and Your Committee think this to be a wife 
Principle, and a falutary Precedent. It is in the fame 
Point of View alfo that the Sinecure Offices in the Ec- 
defiaftical Courts nmy be fairly confidered ; for in all 
thefe Inftances, the Interefls of the State require that 
the high Offices to which thefe Rights are annexed, 
(hould hold them as the Means of maintaining that Dig- 
nity which it is the Policy of the Conftitution to main- 
tain ; and this Objeft can never be effedually fecured, 
whilft in every Cafe it depends upon indefinite Accident, 
whether the Perfon who holds the Office fhould ever 
reap this Portion of the Reward which is defigned for 
him by this Country ; and where it may continually 
happen that thofc wlio ferve the Public the longed may 
be the leaft benefited, and thofe who ferve it for the 
fliorteft Term may eventually carry off the largeft Share 
of this Species of Remuneration, which feems to be in 
every Way fo unfuited to its Purpofe, 

• 

A further Objecft, and perhaps, of the moft permanent 
Benefit to the Public, to which fuch a Fund might be 
applied, would be the Correction of any fuch Proceed- 
ings in Courts of Juftice, as by courfe of Time may be 
found in various Inftances to be burthenfome to the 
Suitors without advancing Juftice ; and which, neverthe- 
lefs, could not be wholly done away without providing 
an Indemnification to Offices, which are in other Refpefts 
abfolutely neceflary, although materially fupported at 
prefent by the Emoluments derived from thofe parti- 
cular Proceedings. It may fufficc, in this Place, as to 

the

the Common Law Courts, to advert to the exifting 
Praftice of Proceedings in Error, which furnifli at pre- 
lent a very confiderable Share of the Emoluments an? 
nexed by our Anceftors to the Offices of Chief Juftice 
in the Courts of King's Bench and Common Pleas : 
And when it is feen by the annexed Returns, that out 
of 1,809 Writs of Error, which were fued out in the 
Three laft Years, only Twenty were actually argued, 
and that in moft of the other Cafes Juftice was delayed 
for nearly Twelve Months, and the Object of the Suit 
expofed to the Rifk of being loft by the intermediate 
Infolyency or Death of the Parties, there can be litde 
Doubt that the Aid of fuch a Fund to procure the Re- 
drels of fuch a Grievance muft be highly defirable ; and 
the more fo, as at prefent this Engine of Delay confti- 
tutes perhaps the only confiderable Evil of that Defcrip- 
tion which can be imputed to the Adminiftration of 
Juftice under the Common Law of England. 

The Delay and Expenfe of Traverfes upon Indift- 
ments for Mifdemeanors are indeed -a Grievance of the 
fame Species, though different in Degree, and might be 
obviated by fimilar Means. 

And poffibly it might not be thoi^ht improper in other 
Courts, fuch as the High Court of Admiralty, to 
apply the Profits of fuch Ofiices as are now executed by 
Deputy to the Formation of a general Fund for fimfilar 
Purpofes; retaining the Fees therafelves, where their 
total Amount is confiderable, at the fame Time that 
their Preffure is light upon the Suitors ; and aboliftiing 
the Fees in thofe Inftances where the Objeftions to their 
Continuance outweigh the Benefits to be derived from 

their

their Accumulation for the Public Ufe ; a Confideratiof! 
which applies very ftrongly to the Poundage Fees de- 
dufted from the Proceeds of the Sale of all Ships and 
Cargoes brought into the Court of Admiralty in the 
Courfe of Litigation, and which Poundage Fees, be- 
longing to th? feveral Offices of Regiftrar and 
Marfhal, amounted in the Year 1797 tonolefsthan 

As Parliament has alfo thought it expedient that 
Public Buildings fliould be erefted for tranfaiting the 
Bufinefs belonging to many important Offices of the 
Executive Government, poffibly it might not be deemed 
an improper Application of the Surplus Produce of fuch 
a Fund as is here propofed, if at any convenient Seafon 
fome Portion of it were applied to the Ereftion of Edi- 
fices for the Accommodation of the Judges in the Mul- 
tiplicity of Bufinefs which they have to tranfadt out of 
Court, and alfb for the Accommodation of the Suitors, 
by concentrating the Public Offices of each Court, 
which are at prefent fcattered in different Building^ be- 
longir^ to private Owners, and in many Refpefts highly 
inconvenient to the Public, Confiderations like thefe 
have been already thought to deferve the Interpofition 
of Parliament in the Inftance of the Court of Chancery ; 
and large Sums have been repeatedly granted out of the 
Fund called the Dead Cafli of that Court, for the 
very Purpofe of ercfting the Buildings which are 
now in Ufe, as an important Objeft of Public Ac- 
commodation. 

Your Committee have thus far entered into the 
Nature of Ihofe Objefts, for which it appeared to 

them 
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them that ReduAion and Retrenchment might be 
made moft profitably to the Public, by the Suppref- 
fion of Ofiices which may be deemed comparatively 
inefficient. With Regard' to thofe, however, which are 
efficient, they think alfo that fome Redudtion of 
E5cpenditure might very poffibly take place without 
any Detriment, and even with much Benefit, to the 
Public Service* Of this Sort would be the Re- 
trenchment which might be efTedted by a gradual 
Confolidation of the I^our Judicatures of Wales into 
One Circuit ; the Extent whereof would be lefs thaji 
fome of the prefent Circuits of England ; and, as the 
Chai^ up)on the Exchequer for the Salaries to the 
Eight Judges of Great Seffions for Wales amounts 
to £*6j^So per Annum, befides feveral other fmall 
Patent Salaries to certain Circuit Offices, fuch a Mea- 
fure may deferve Attention* And it is ftill further 
to be remarked, that if it were thought confiftent 
with a liberal and enlightened Policy, to allow fuch 
a Salary to all the Judges of England as might ren- 
der this particular Reduftion no longer important 
merely as a Meafure of immediate CEconomy, Your 
Committee conceive, neverthelefs, that, it would be- 
come fubftantially and ultimately a Meafure of CEco- 
nomy, if by fuch a Confolidation the Public could, 
without any further Expenfe, acquire the further Ser- 
vices of fuch an additional Number of Englilh 
Judges * as might affifl in carrying on, without In- 
terruption,

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termption, the Bufintfs bf the Court of Chancery, 
during the occafional and neceflary Abfence of the 
Lord Chancellor, ^nd afford a further Afliftance, which 
would be highly ufcful, upon the Rota at the Old 
Bailey, and for the Difpatch of BuCnefi at the Spring 
Affizes upon Three Circuits, which according to the 
Ufage of Modern Times are fupplied only by One 
Judge upon each at that Seafon of the Year, 

It having been long conceived by many Peribns, 
whole Opini6ns are of confiderable Weight upon thefe 
Subjeds, that the Adminiftration of criminal Juftice 
upon the Circuits in England would receive eflential 
Aid from the Appointment of fome Officer who might 
aft as a Deputy Attorney General for the Crown, in 
fopcrintcnding the r^ular Conduft of all Profecutions : 
(an Inftitution which fubfifts upon the Circuits in 
Scotland) Your Committee beg Leave to fuggeft upon 
this Occafion, that if on mature Deliberation any 
fimilar Inftitution ihould be thought expedient for 
the Engiifti Circuits, the Means of defraying the ad- 
ditional Charge incident to it, might alfo be derived 
from the ReduiStion of that Expenditure which is 
now employed to maintain the Judicatures ^ 
Wales, 

With regard to the fubordinate and minifterial Of- 
fices, which though efficient, may require further Ex- 
amination

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aimnation and Reduction, Your Committee do not 
feel their Means or their Leifure competent to pur- 
fue the Inquiry to any greater Length; but They 
think it their Duty to avail themfclves of the feme 
Authority, and the fame Lights as they have hither- 
to ufed, in pointing out upon this Head alfo the 
general Courfe of what may remain to be done. 
The Meafures recommended by Lord Chief Juftice 
Hale are, " ift, To reduce the Perquifites of thefe 
Offices to fuch a Medium as may be fufficient for 
them that execute the Bufinefs. " 2dly, To allow 
no fuch Offices to be executed by Deputy, but to 
requuie that the Perfons appointed to them (hould 
be fuch as are educated, and experienced to fill them. 
'* 3dly» To enforce the Prohibition againft the Sale of 
any Offices whatever, concerned in the Adminiftration 
of Juftice," namely, by repealing thofe Provifions in 
the Statute of Edward the Sixth which form any 
Exception to its general Operation : And, upon the 
fubfequent Grant of any of thefe Offices, fuch as were 
deemed to have Emoluments beyond the Merit of 
their Services might be charged with fome propor- 
tionate and Annual Contribution in Aid of the general 
Fund. Many further Regulations when thefe Matters 
were fubmitted in Detail to the principal Commiffioners 
in the Year 1740; and fuch of them as appear to 
be the moft deferving of Attention are fubjoined to 
this Report. 

In Conclufion ; Your Committee fubmit thefe feveral 
Confideratioris to the Houfe, conceiving that the general 
Effeft of the Meafures which they have prefumed 
to fuggeft may be obtained without Prejudice to any

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cxifting individual Rights whatever ; and that if carried 
into Execution, They would be highly conducive to 
the Public Service in the Adminiftration of Juftice ; 
at the fame Time that they tend direftly to adcomplill:^

General Bufinefs of the Office.]' This is an ancient Office of 
the Court of Chancery. The Duty of the Officer is to make 
Indexes or Calendars to Grants and other Records, as they are 
brought to the Rolls Chapel Annually, from various Offices, in 
order that thofe who have Occafion to fearch may more readily find 
the Grants or other Inftruments wanted. To make Officp Copies 
of Records; to write to the Great Seal Exemplifications, &c. to 
attend the two Houfes of Parliament and the Courts of Judicature 
occafionally with Records; to attend the Mafter of the Rolls, on 
Cancellation of Recognizances, Deeds, and Letters Patent, and to 
inrol fome Inftruments upon Record. 

Upon Reference to my Accounts for the' Year 1782, and the 
fubfequent Years, I do not perceive any material Variation in the 
JEmoluments of my Office, upon Average of Three Years taken 
together; but the Average of Three or Four Years after vcvf Ap- 
pointment to the Office in 1775, exceeded the fpbfequent Averages 
by about /^. 150 a Year, and the Average Amount in the Time of 
my late Predeceflbr, Mr, Rooke, exceeded, as I have Reafon to 
believe, my prefent Average by about /'.400 a Year. Notwith- 
ilanding the Fees of Office are fixed, yet in many Cafes much muft 
depend upon the different Sentiments of Officers executing the 
fame Office. I have generally thought it right to allow gratuitous 
Accefs to the Records to Gentlemen of the Profeffion of the Law» 
and others defirous of confulting the Records for Affiflance in their 
Studies, and alfo to Authors who appeared to me engaged in 
ufeful Publications, a Privilege which my PredecefTor was ac- 
cuftomed (as I have been informed) to grant in very few inftances, 
perhaps from the Inconvenience and Abufe which he had expe- 
rienced it to be liable to. He had certainly great and acknowledged 
Merit, in reftoring many of the Records to order, and in making 
them ufeful to the Public, and his Record Knowledge and Atten- 
tion to the Duties of his Office were univerfally allowed ; and as 
he was entitled to no Salary for his Care ot the Records and 

making 
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making Indexes, and had been at confiderable Expenfe in the Col- 
leftion of various Manufcript Books (fince purchafed by me at a 
great Price of his Executors) which were of Importance to him by 
Way ot Afliftance in Searches, he thought it reafonable to expe& 
a proportionate Advantage in the Execution of his Ojffice, but many 
bf thofe who applied to fearch the Records, not taking thefe Cir- 
cumftances into Confideration, confidered his Claims for Fees as 
too high. The Fees of Office for fearching are One Shilling each 
Year, and under every Letter of the Alphabet in which a Search is 
made; it is therefore obvious, that Perfons, not poflefled of txzEk 
References, may often be put to very coi^derable Expenfe and 
Trouble in Searches, much of which Trouble may be faved by a 
perfonal Search of the Officer, and upon thefe Occafions my Pre«!. 
deceflbr often received large Sums by Way of Compofition for the 
Fees, according to his Difcretion; and other Cafes frequently 
occurred, in which Differences of Opinion arofe on the Propriety 
of his Charges, which fometimes occafioned Applications to the 
Court, in which Counfel were heard on both Sides ; yet it is but 
juftice to him to fay, that I never heard of any Inftance in which 
nis Conduft was either cenfured by the Court or not juflified. 
Altercations on Account of Fees are, however, fo unpleafant, that 
I have in rnofl: Cafes been accuftomed to limit my Compofition for 
Fees on Searches of this Sort to Five Guineas, and have endea- 
voured, in other Inftances, to avoid as much as I could every Occa- 
fion of Difagreement ; but the Confequence has been, that the 
Profits of my Office are (as I humbly conceive) much below the 
Truft and the Duties of it. Yet I ftill continue to pay/'32 a Year 
for Land Tax, although the Income has been reduced fo as to 
make my Proportion confiderablv higher than that of other Officers 
affeffed in the fame Diftrift; and it may be obferved, that the Bufi- 
nefs of the Office is very fluftuating and uncertain, requiring at 
Times Attendance out of Office Hours, yet as I cannot have any 
occafional Affiftance (the old Hands being familiar only to very 
few) I am under the Neceffity of breeding up young Clerks, to 
whom I pay conftant Salaries, which (though higher than the 
Profits of my Office may be thought to allow) are inadequate, con» 
fidering that thefe Clerks devote their Youth to an Employment of 
little Ufe to them in other Situations of Life.

The Increafe or Diminution in tte Salaries or Emolmnents in 
thcfe Offices fince 1782.] Thfe Marfhal fubmits, that /'.i.soo a 
Yedr, is by no Means futticient, confidering the Eftabliument he 
iis under the NeceiEty of keepings and the immenfe Riiks that he 
it hourly liable to, having upon an Average 600 Prifoaers in his 
Cuftody, charged with at leaft/'. 150,000. It is fuppofed that no 
Infhrance Office in London would take /**5oo a Year to infure the 
Marflial againft all the Riiks that be runs. 

Previous to the Year 1791, the Profits of the Office feldom 

amounted to lefs than /".SjOoo per Annum; but fince the making 

of the Rules of Court for curtailing the Limits of the Rules of the 

Prifon, and for reducing the Number of Day Rules to Three only 

in each Term, the Profits of the Office are now reduced to under 

/*.i,30o» and the Execution of the MarOial's Office is rendered ftiH 

mote difficult, on Account of the Difcontents that prevail among 

the Prifoneis on that Account. The Warden of tne Fleet reaps 

the Benefit of thofe Rules in the King's Bench, as all thofe who 

are able to pay, remove themfelves from the King's Bench into the 

Fleet Prifon, where they are allowed Day Rules every Day in 

Term as ufual. It is humbly fubmitted that no good Reafon can 

be affigned why the Prifohers m the Fleet Prifon (hould have greater 

Privileges allowed them than thofe in the King's Bench.

. Court. The Remembrancer is acknowledged to be the Superior, or as he 
is ftiled, .the Mailer of the Office, a Name very ufually given to Heads of 
Colleges and other PuKltc Inflitutions, as was the Name of Clerk tb various 
Officers in the Courts of JutHce, to the Remembrancer, who was^ formerly

In the Firft Term. — Appearance entered, Copies of Tranfcript 

obtained, and Rule to alledge Diminution 
granted. 
Second Term. — A Rule to aflign Errors obtained. Errors 

affigned. A Rule to return a Certiorari 
iffued (if required). The Writ of Cer- 
tiorari iflued and returned. 
Third Term.— The Parties rejoin, and enter the Caufe for 

Argument or Affirmance, and the Judg- 
ment is affirmed or reverfed.

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EXTRACT from the REPORT of the Principal Commiffioners 
for taking a Survey of the Courts of Justice throughout 
England and Wales, and inquiring into their Fees, to His Ma- 
jefty, on the Officers of the Court of Chancery ; dated the 8th 
of November, 1740. 

AND purfuant to the DireSion ol the Coramiffion, to prove by 
whatjuft and honourable Ways and Means the Abufes may be 
reformed, and what Remedies may be applied thereto, the Sub- 
Commiflioners have laid before us feveral Propofats, in order to 
the making Regulations, as follow : 

That the Fees left doubtful by the Prefentraents of the Juries be 
fettled, and fixed, and when that is done, 

« 

That fuch Fees as on this Enquiry (hall be found lawful and rea- 
fonable be eftablilhed, fuch as are illegal aboliflied ; and if any Fees 
fhall be found exorbitant, or higher than is reafonable, with regard 
to the Service performed, and the Qualification to be required in 
the Officers, thofe Fees, though ancient, to be reduced within due 
Bounds, for the Eafe of the Subjeft, after the Determination of 
the Intereils of the prefent Officers, on due Satisfa£lion made to 
them. 

That for preventing the Increafe of Fees, and the Exa£lions of 
Officers for the future, the Court, and thofe who prefide therein, 
will be pleafed to take the raoft effeftual Care, by fuch Methods as 
they fliall think moft proper, to confine all the Officers to the Fees 
to-be eftabliflied, and to hinder the Increafe of them- under any 
Pretence whatfoever, and in order thereunto, to make fuch Inqui- 
ries, from Time to Time, into the Obfervance of the Regulations 
which Ihall be eftablilhed on this Occafion with refpeft to Fees, 
and to give fuch Directions therein as (hall be neceflary. 

That it is, they humbly conceive, moft neceflary, for the eSeClual 
preventing the Increafe of Fees, to eftabliOi an expeditious and 
eafy Method, with as little Expence as may be, whereby the Sui« 
tors and others may obtain Juftice againft fuch Officers who 
demand, or ihall take more or higher Fees than {hall be allowed, 

T a That 
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That a Lift or Lifts of Fees belonging to all the Officers of the 
Court, when eftabliOied, be figned by the Lord High Chancellor, 
Lord Keeper or Commiffionert- of the Great Seal, and by his 
Honour the Mafter of the Rolls, and be entered on Record, and 
kept among the Rolls and Records of the faid Court. 

That a Lift of all tliofe Fees, when eftahlilhed, be alfo printed, 
that all Officers and others concerned may furnifti themfelves here- 
with, which may alfo be the Means of preferving them to future 
Aj^es, and of making any future Inquiry of this Kind far lefs 
difficult than the prefent. 

That a Lift or Table of tlie Fees of every Office be hung up 
therein in fome confpicuous Place, where it may be moft cafily 
fcen ; and that there be alfo kept in each Office a Book fairly 
writieii or printed, to conUiin all the Fees belonging to that Office, 
according to the Eftabliihmcni of the fame, fuch Book to be figned 
by the principal Officer or Officers, and always lie open for the 
Infpcftion of the Suitors and others concerned. 

That no Expedition Money be demanded or taken on any 
Pretence whatfoever, but that every Officv?r he obliged, either by 
himfelf or by a fufficient Number of Clerks to be kept by him, to 
difpatch the Duty and Service of this Office in due Form, for the 
eflablilhed Fees, without further Expeclaiion or Reward. 

That no Office belonging to the Court, or concerning the Ad» 
miniftratiun of Juftice therein, be for the future allowed to bc 
bought or fold, the Sale of Offices being, as they apprehend, on^ 
of the principal Caufes of the Increafe of Fees, the Purcbafers 
generally finding themfelves .under the ftrongeft Temptations, by 
all Ways and Means, to increafe their Profits (which muft be at 
the Expence of the Suitors) in order to make their Offices worth 
the Money they pay for them ; and where the Offices are held for 
Life only, or other uncertain Eftate, ' the Temptation is ft ill the. 
ftronger, as the Hazard is greater. 

That the Execution of thefe Offices by Deputies iflay be alfo 
prevented as far as is prafticable. 

That 
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Tnat the Number of Officer or Officers be not permitted to en- 
creafe in regard to the fplitting and multiplying of them, which 
may probably tend to the Increafe of the Fees, be fides oiher In- 
conveniences to the Suitors, in rendering the Bufinefiof the Court 
more difficult and troublefome. 

That proper Penalties be added, where rieceflary, to enforce the 
Obfeivance of thefe Regulations. ' 

And they further obferved, that in the Conrfe of their Inquiry 
it had appeared to them, that a great Fart ' of the Expence of the 
Suitors in many Offices arofe from the Copies of Proceedings, &c. 
How this great Expence to the Suitors may be lefTened, whether 
by reducing the Length of fuch Proceedings^ by leaving out the 
immaterial and uniieceflary Parts of them, or by infcrting more 
Words in a Line, or more Lines in a Sheet (for which there it 
more than fufficient Room in every Sheet) or by reducing the Fee 
ufually taken for fuch Copies, or by what other Ways or Means« 
they humbly fubmit to the Confideration of thofe who may be 
better able to judge, and who have Authority to provide fuitable 
Expedients and Remedies, and to eftablifh proper Regulations, 
whereby Jullice may be adminiftered to Your Majefty's Subje3s 
with as much Difpatch and as little Expence as conveniently may 

be.

We, having taken the Propofals above mentioned into' our Con- 
fideration, beg Leave to obferve to Your Mejefty, that as to feveral 
of the Matters therein contained, and which come within our 
Commiflion, we have in the Courfe of the Proceedings given our 
Opinion thereon, and made fuch Regulations as we comprehended 
ourfelves to be warranted to do. 

And as to the Refidue of the Matters therein propofed, we think 
they well deferve to be confidered, and that many Parts thereof 
may be very beneficial to the Suitors ; but divers of them appear 
to us to be of fuch a Nature as can be only effeftually efiabliflied 
by the Authority ot Parliament, 

Having 
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Having thus gone through the feveral Prefentments of the Jury, 
and Reports of the Sub-Commiflioners as to the Court of Chan- 
cery, and compleated the Inquiry dire£led to be made as to that 
Court, fo far as we have been enabled to do.
